Saturday 
It said the FBI "thought the 
first one was the only one sent out, said a 
woman who described herself as being 
from an SLA information intelligence unit 
She said the FBI was foiled by "a double 
decoy sy stem 
Sunday night’s tape was addressed to 
KPEA EM, Berkeley , where a woman 
telephoned that the new tap« * could be 
found in the fifth row of a San Erancisco 
theater, 


Howev er, the tape recording the SLA 
accused the FBI of attempting to suppress 
apparently was found early today in the 
rest room of a restaurant 
EH I agent Charles Bates said, "The new 
♦ap« * appears to be just a copy of the other 
one ” He denied the SI,A claim that 
gov ernment agents had tri« *d to intercept 
the recording 
The manager of the Foster’s Restaurant

President Anwar Sadat failed to get all 
the Arab oil ministers to a meeting in 
Cairo to consider his proposal to end their 
oil embargo against the United States. 
Instead. Algeria and Liby a, who want to 
continue the embargo, forced a delay in 
the meeting until Wednesday and insisted 
it be held in the Liby an capital of Tripoli. 
Sadat’s failure Sunday was considered a 
blow to his chances of getting the embargo 
lifted The Cairo newspaper A1 Akhbar 
said the holdouts had agreed to discuss 
Sadat's proposal in Tripoli. But some ob­ 
serv ers doubted the oil ministers would 
raise the issue unless it had been resolv ed 
at a higher lev el.

The breath of life 


Dea r Dr. Ijimb — I am 
wondering about the right and 
wrong techniques of mouth-to- 
mouth respiration — and what 
the dangers are when done 
wrong? 
I am elderly. I had been 
listening to a talk attentively 
and under tension for one long 
hour. When I was standing 
upright after that 1 passed out. 
When 
I 
soon 
became 
semiconscious someone near 
me raised my head, pinched my 
nose shut tightly and pushed my 
lower jaw down tightly and 
began 
m outh-to-m outh 
respiration. 
It 
stopped 
my 
breath. It seemed like I was in 
torture. I pulled away and 
blacked out again. When I 
became conscious again my 
tongue got thick and my lower 
jaw was so stiff I could hardly 
answer questions. 
When 
should 
mouth-to- 
mouth respiration be given and 
how? 
Dea r Rea der — I would 
imagine that mouth-to-mouth 
respiration 
would 
be 
very 
uncomfortable 
if you 
were 
breathing normally on your 
own. 
Artificial respiration should 
be given when the breathing has 
stopped. If the breathing is very 
shallow and infrequent it might 
be difficult to be sure that a 
person is still breathing. If there 
is any doubt then one can

18, Lebanon; Mar­ 
jorie Beard, 36, Columbia and 
Kenneth F. Simpson, lO.Green- 
t(^ . 
Glatt was killed Sunday eve­ 
ning when his car went out of 
control on Interstate 55 in St. 
Louis. A passenger in the car 
was not injured. 
Wolf died at St. Louis County 
Hospital Sunday of head and in­ 
ternal injuries after he was 
struck on his bicycle in the 
county. The driver, who was 
not charged, said he was trying 
to pass a group of bicyclists 
when Wolf swerved in front of 
him. 


Burkholder, a St. Louis disc 
jockey who used the name 
"Keith Morris” on radio station 
WIL, died Saturday in a two- 
car collision on U.S. 40 in St. 
Louis. The driver of the second 
car was charged with man­ 
slaughter, driving 
while 
in­ 
toxicated and driving after his 
license was suspended. 


Earlier Saturday, True died 
when the car in which he was a 
passenger ran off Missouri 32 
just west of Lebanon and land­ 
ed in a creek.

suspect that respiration is not 
adequate and it would probably 
be better to do it than ncX do it. 
Respiration does stop in some 
cases during a heart attack, a 
stroke, 
or 
other 
medical 
problems. 
Properly done, the mouth is 
opened. 
A 
training 
person 
might be sure that the tongue 
hasn’t fallen back into the 
throat blocking the air passages 
or, if possible, see that food is 
not lodged in the windpipe. 
The victim’s head is tilted 
back. The nose is closed or 
pinched shut and the person 
giving the artificial respiration 
puts his mouth over the victim’s 
and exhales into the mouth. 
Obviously, if the nose is not 
closed th« air simply rusl^ out 
the nose and not into the lungs. 
Also, the mouth has to have a 
tight enough fit not to lose air. 
If 
the 
windpipe 
is 
not 
obstructed the exhaled air goes 
into the victim’s lungs. The 
chest should expand as it does 
with normal breathing. 
Next, the mouth is removed 
and 
the 
victim 
naturally 
exhales. Then the procedure is 
repeated so that the person 
giving the respiration exhales 
each breath into the victim’s 
mouth. Basically each time the 
donor exhales his breath goes 
into the victim’s lui^ s and 
when he takes his mouth off to 
get a new breath the victim is 
releasing the air from his lungs. 
Fortunately, respiration 
resumes 
normally 
in 
many 
people after a few breaths this 
way. If it doesn’t then the 
process 
is 
continued 
until 
medical help can be obtained.

For the year that ended 
March 1, 1973, the increase had 
been 13 per cent. The new in­ 
dex. for the year that ended 
Nov. 1. reflected the 21 per c-ent

E^ven the lowest increase. 10 
per cent in Louisiana, sig­ 
nificantly was above the 7 per 
cent average annual rate of in­ 
crease in the United States 
over th e last 10 years. 
Since March 1967, farm land 
values have risen 70 per cent.

The military command said planes and 
artillery were blasting the insu rgents 
daily , bu t no progress has been reported in

In Cai Lay . Sou th Vietnam, officials said

A corner of the yeard, a 
few pots or planters on the 
patio, or even a few vegetable

Do not believe the man who 
says.

WASHINGTON — Con fiden tial White 
Hou se docu men ts show that Presiden t 
Nix on , con trary to the statemen ts pu t ou t 
in his n ame, has taken an in ten se person al 
in terest in wan g lin g ev ery possible tax 
dedu ction he cou ld g et away with. 


He ev en in qu ired in 19 69 abou t dedu ctin g 
his pay men ts to his dau g hter .Ju lie as a 
bu sin ess ex pen se. He wan ted to cou n t 
mon ey he was con tribu tin g to her su pport 
as salary for her work as a White Hou se 
tou r g u ide. Yet the White Hou se had 
already pu t ou t pu blicity that she was a 
“ v olu n teer” 


The Presiden t also wan ted a tax break 
for u sin g the den at his San Clemen te 
estate for an office He asked what tax 
write-offs 
were 
av ailable, 
too, 
for 
permittin g others to u se his Californ ia an d 
Florida hou ses 


He thou g ht he shou ld be permitted to 
charg e off weddin g g ifts, fu n eral spray s 
an d similar items, becau se he felt these 
were “bu sin ess ex pen ses” for a politician 
Most 
of 
his 
en tertain in g , 
he 
also 
con ten ded, shou ld be dedu ctible 
“He 
wan ts to be su re,” in stru cted aide John 
Ehrlichman in a con fiden tial memo, “that 
his 
bu sin ess 
dedu ction s 
in clu de 
all 
allowable items ” 


This differs with the pictu re the White 
Hou se has tn ed to portray of a Presiden t 
too bu sy to bother with the details of his 
tax retu rn s 
Press spokesman Gerald 
Warren 
has 
implied 
Nix on 
was 
so 
preoccu pied with the presiden cy that he 
left the preparation of his retu rn s en tirely 
to his lawy ers 


The implication was that his lawy ers 
were really to blame for claimin g the 
con trov ersial 
an d probably illeg al 
$576,000 tax dedu ction for the g ift of the 
Nix on papers to the g ov ern men t 


Docu men ts n ow in the han ds of the Join t 
Con g ression al 
Committee 
on 
In tern al 
Rev en u e Tax ation , howev er, prov e that the 
Presiden t was n ot at all remov ed from the 
preparation of fu s retu rn s On the con trary . 


he pu lled ev ery possible strin g to in crease 
his tax dedu ction s. 


Ehrlichman 
relay ed 
the 
Presiden t's 
wishes to Edward Morg an , the White 
Hou se aide who han dled the Presiden t's 
tax es. For ex ample, an Ehrlichman memo, 
dated Ju n e 16.19 72, asked Morg an : 


“The Presiden t proposes to person ally 
pay Ju lie for her work in the White Hou se 
this su mmer an d dedu ct it as a bu sin ess 
ex pen se. Wou ld y ou please determin e 
whether he can properly do this ...” 


Morg an took the problem u p with the 
In tern al Rev en u e Serv ice's depu ty chief 
cou n sel Rog er 
Barth 
who serv ed 
as 
political impresario for Ju lie an d Tricia 
Nix on du rin g the 19 68 campaig n an d is n ow 
the iNix on man iaside the IRS 


Barth respon ded a mon th later with a 
memo, carefu lly stamped “Con fiden tial,” 
adv isin g 
“Leg ally 
w|? 
mig ht 
ju stify 
dedu ction as a bu sin ess ex pease for a 
salary paid to Ju lie as a tou r g u ide this 
su mmer 
Howev er, for 
the 
followin g 
reason s, I MOST stron g ly recommen d that 
this shou ld n ot be don e: 


“ <A> The amou n t in v olv ed is rather 
small; 


'(B) This is alway s a factu al qu estion 
which cou ld be raised on au dit of whether 
she 
is 
n ecessary 
to 
the 
tax pay ers 
'bu sin ess'; 


“(C) In addition to federal withholdin g 
data which wou ld g et in to the files at the 
IRS. in formation wou ld hav e to be g iv en to 
the (state) tax au thorities an d to the Social 
Secu rity people 
There are too man y 
en tities in v olv ed for this to be kept 
con fiden tial. 


” <D> The n ewspapers hav e made mu ch 
of the fact that she has been actin g as a 
v olu n teer 
I thin k the risk of ex posu re of a 
bu sin ess dedu ction attempt is too g reat 


Barth adv ised in stead that the Presiden t 
shou ld “ make a g ift at the en d of the 
su mmer to Ju lie Althou g h it wou ld n ot be 
dedu ctible to him. it wou ld be tax -free to 
her.” 


The Presiden t apparen tly heeded this 


adv ice, for the White Hou se press office 
tells u s that the Presiden t n ev er pu t Ju lie 
on salary . 


In an other memo, Ehrlichman asked 
Morg an : “The Presiden t in ten ds to u se the 
San Clemen te hou se for official v isits, an d 
he in ten ds to u se his den as an office for 
presiden tial activ ities What write-offs are 
av ailable to him9 ” 


Barth was also approached on this 
qu estion . He adv ised that “a dedu ction 
wou ld be permitted for depreciation an d 
main ten an ce ex pen ses .” 


Ehrlichman also wan ted to kn ow abou t 
“the tax con sequ en ces of permittin g others 
to u se the Florida an d Californ ia hou ses.” 
Barth respon ded: “We wou ld hav e to 
establish the bu sin ess pu rpose for the 
Presiden t with reg ard to each person 
in v ited to u se the homes.” 


On the qu estion of dedu ction s for 
weddin g g ifts, fu n eral spray s an d the like, 
Ehrlichman n oted: “The Presiden t holds 
the v iew that a pu blic man does v ery little 
of a person al n atu re Virtu ally all of his 
en tertain men t an d activ ity is related to his 
'bu sin ess ’ ” 


Ag reed Barth: “ I person ally ag ree with 
the idea that mu ch of the Presiden t's 
ex pen se is related to his bu sin ess.' As with 
the bu sin ess u se of his residen ce, a carefu l 
sy stem mu st be established for keepin g 
track of bu sin ess ex pen ses ... 


Small g ifts by the Presiden t, which are 
related 
to 
his 
bu sin ess,’ 
wou ld 
be 
dedu ctible 
Note, howev er, that we mu st 
g iv e thou g ht to distin g u ishin g between 
activ ities an d g ifts related to bein g a 
Presiden t an d those related to ru n n in g for 
reelection .”

If more firemen, ambulance 
drivers,

been proved in Milwaukee 
Last winter an ambulance 
screamed up to

Hospital in Milwaukee with a 40-

decerebrate

condition 
roughly equivalent to a chicken 
with its head cut off Shoveling 
snow, he had stepped into the 
garage where the car was 
running. Now he was deeply 
unconscious 
from 
carbon 
monoxide, his arms and legs 
thrashing about,

brain 
scarcely functioning 
His blood was 80 per cent 
saturated 
with 
carbon 
monoxide. Saturation as low as 
30 per cent can kill and 66 per 
cent, if untreated, is un»fcrmly 
fatal. 
Dr. Eric P. Kindwall, who 
runs the'hyperbaric chambers 
at St. Luke’s took him directly 
into the hyperbaric chamber, 
and started pressurizing.
